act against WPA strikers at- 
tempting by force or threats to 
keep other relief workers from 
their jobs. 


Three United States marshals

France in a display of aerial pre- 
paredness which gave the two na- 
tions opportunity to test their air 
forces in unison and brought a 
flood of angry headlines in the 
Berlin press. 
Politics brought forth plans for 


a virtual alliance of Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia in an apparent step 
toward realization ot a German 
project for a "little axis" of Bul- 
garia, Yugoslavia and Hungary in 
southeastern Europe. 
In London, the British press 


elatedly described as a "flawless 
performance" a round-trip flight 
of 200 Royal Airforce bombers 
over French territory yesterday. 


The flight, on which London 


and Paris will exchange 
the 


theoretical results of their "fire" 
on each other's aircraft, will be 
followed by a return visit of 
French warplanes. Flights to Pol- 
and and other British-French al- 
lies also were reported under 
consideration. 


Charges 'Intimidations' 


The German press charged "in- 


timidation" and Fuehrer Adolf 
Hitler's own newspaper, Voel- 
kischer Beobachter, headlined its 
report: "Paris picks a fight." 


In Belgrade, it was pointed out 


that neutrality of Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia might mean that Ru- 
mania would be cut off in time of 
need from land routes to Turkey 
and Greece which, like Rumania, 
hold British-French pledges of aid. 


Bulgaria and Yugoslavia were 


said to have revived an old project 
for closer union of their Slavic 
peoples through a customs union, 
a common foreign policy, coopera- 
tion in fo'reign trade and, possibly, 
cession to Bulgaria of 990 square 
miles lost to Yugoslavia after the 
World War. 


Both nations are in close econ- 


omic relationship with Germany 
and Hungary already is linked 
with the Rome-Berlin axis in the 
anti-Comintern pact. 


In London, Rumania came into 


closer economic collaboration witli 
Britain through the signing of a 
trade agreement

which 


Britain granted Bucharest a credit 
of £5,500,000 (about §25,740,000) 
and will purchase 200,000 tons of 
Rumanian wheat.

Addressing the international Christian En- 


deavor convention at Cleveland former Presi- 
dent Hoover described modern war" with all 
its evils and hypocrisies. He then made con- 
structive suggestions for lessening the hor- 
rors of any future war. He urged interna- 
tional agreement giving vessels laden solely 
with food supplies the same immunity as 
hospital ships and allowing them to go 
through blockades free from attack by war 
ships or submarines. He urged guarantees 
not to bomb civilian populations but to limii 
use of this war weapon to the field of actua 
fighting on land and sea and to attacks on 
munitions factories or supply depots. 


Answering the immediate objection that 


these things have been tried before and have 
failed, that humane agreements have been 
openly flouted in Spain and China and will be 
flouted everywhere in the next general war, 
Mr. Hoover says he would "put teeth in the 
enforcement of these guarantees." 
;, They are moral teeth only. They involve 
the definite participation of neutrals of the 
}t'orld in protection against war's barbarities. 
Shipment of food supplies would be under the 
management of neutral nations, with neutral 
observers continuously in session within 
every belligerent country to act as referees. 
.'j In case of any breach of guarantee the 
neutrals would name it specifically and then 
\Wthdraw from the offending country. Their 
departure would no doubt be the signal for 


. reprisals from the injured side, but Mr. Hoo- 


ver believes it would not come to that. 


'•i "The real teeth behind this enforcement," 
he said, "is public opinion among neutrals. 
That is one of the most potent forces in mod- 
ern war. If it be pointed up by definite con- 
viction beyond all the whitewashing of propa- 
ganda it can be fax-reaching in its conse- 
quenoes." 


Impractical? Impossibly idealistic? That 


is what most Americans sadly believe. Even 
so, there is value in having such ideas stated. 
The military solution alone will never end 
the troubles that plague the world today. 
Moral forces will be needed to prevent com- 
•plete destruction and to rebuild civilization 
after the catastrophe, if it comes. 


ITALY TELLS ALL 


The controlled press of Italy did a curious 


thing the other day, which puzzled observers. 
It revealed to the Italian people for the first 
time the seriousness of the present European 
crisis, or series of crises. It did this by print- 
ing in full speeches made in England, Berlin, 
Danzig and Paris bearing on the immediate 
problem. It printed also pertinent news from 
other European capitals and even the peace 
appeal made by British labor direct to the 
German people. 


This must surely be significant, although 


it is difficult to read between the lines in such 
a situation. Was the Italian government 
warning its German ally that things might 
be going too far? Or was it merely inform- 
ing the Italians more fully than usual on 
current affairs in order to persuade them 
that their leader knows best in a difficult 
time? 


We don't know the answer, but speculation 


is fascinating.

XHE STOMACH ACHE 


CIVILIZED NEIGHBORS 


It is well known that Americans believe in 


being good neighbors, and also that the 
United States and Canada afford as fine an 
example as any nations in the world. But 
here is an unusually good statement of the 
situation. 


Our friendly relations are stronger than 


ever before, says W. D. Euler, Canadian min- 
ister of trade, because "we place freedom and 
justice above power and possessions." 


The t\vo countries, he reminds us, have a 


common heritage of ideas and social ideals. 
"We share a respect for the rights of others, 
a belief in the inherent worth of human life 
;ind personality, and the conviction that the 
well-being of the individual is, and should 
ever remain, the end of all governments. 


"Good will, friendly economic relations and 


respect for the needs and aspirations of other 
people, are not only a great ideal to be pur- 
sued. They are more than ever today a prac- 
tical necessity, if mankind is to find an effec- 
tive means of avoiding international strife 
and of bringing into being an order which 
holds within itself the promise of an endur- 
ing peace and prosperity." 


The best service, perhaps, that the United 


States and Canada can render the world to- 
day is to make this friendly, civilized system 
prevail throughout our entire western hemi- 
sphere. Such an example would have more 
effect upon the rest of the world, now on the 
brink of a suicidal war, than any amount of 
moral and political preaching. 


A physician making his round of calls stopped 


at a restaurant and ate some fresh fish of which he 
was very fond. After leaving the restaurant he had 
only driven a couple of miles before he had a most 
intense and violent headache, a pain in the stomach 
with a great desire to vomit. He stopped his car for 
a few minutes and finally drove home where a 
vomiting spell gave some relief but the headache 
persisted. After a couple of days' rest in bed, with 
no relief from his headache, he called in another 
physician who also attributed the headache and 
vomiting spell to poisoning from the fish. After two 
more days went by, the psysician, and patient also, 
concluded that the persistent, "splitting" headache 
was not due to the fish but to some pressure on the 
brain. The removal of a little fluid from the spinal 
column gave instant relief from the severe head- 
aches and desire to vomit. 


Most of us with a headache, stomach ache, and 


a desire to vomit, are apt to blame these symptoms 
on some food eaten, whereas vomiting, headache, 
and pain in the abdomen may be due to disturb- 
ances far removed from the abdomen. 


Dr. Harry Gauss, Denver, in the Journal of the 


American Medical Association makes this interest- 
ing statement, 
"Aching stomachs are not always 


stomachaches even if they ache. Sometimes when 
you think your stomach is aching it isn't, even 
though it is. The brain may be diseased and the 
pain or symptom 'telegraphed' to the stomach." 


"The abdomen has been properly called the ba- 


rometer or spokesman of the body. It calls attention 
to the trouble but doesn't tell where Ihe trouble is 
really located. The seventy of the pain is no guide 
to the location of the cause. The most violent type of 
abdominal pain may arise from causes inside the ab- 
domen, as in the case of gall bladder colic, or from 
causes outside tho abdomen, as in heart disease." 


Certain diseases of the brain arc apt to produce 


digestive disturbances—brain tumor, epilepsy, mi- 
graine. 


The thought then is that when there is abdominal 


pain and vomiting, apparently not due to food, the 
fact that other organs outside the abdomen—heart 
and brain — may be causing the symptoms should 
not be forgotten.

life, is unwilling to trust the pres- 
ent secretary of state, Cordell 
Hull, to see to it that America is 
not drawn into a foreign war. 


Great Britain and France, dis- 


appointed at the unwillingness .of 
the Senate foreign relations com- 
mittee to permit trade in war- 
time to be governed by interna- 
tional law, may find it more con- 
venient in the future to adopt the 
Japanese idea 
of "undeclared 


war." Proclamations of war may 
become obsolete on account of the 
action .of the Senate foreign rela- 
tions committee. For there can be 
no doubt that the Japanese- Chin- 
ese conflict is as widespread and 
as vicious as any war in recent 
years. Yet it is an "undeclared 
war," and America today is supply- 
ing vital war materials to the 
Japanese, who have the navy to

blockade Chinese ports.

Clearly the difficulty of trying

America, by her clumsy policy, 
elped to break down the solidar- 
ty of Europe and particularly the 
German republic—out of

We 
have trained people who are bril- 
liant, but who, 'in their human re- 
lations are .positively brutal."

er than to fit into a wall to be Mt 
up," he continued. The intellect 
must be trained to think, but the 
heart, with its emotion*, mutt be 
trained to develop social relation* 
that are sane and wholesome. It 
is not enough to know. In the 
past we based our educational tyt- 
tem on knowledge, and find that 
many who know will hot do. It it 
not enough to wave the flag and 
scream for democracy and yell 
against dictators; it is for uf to 
do the longer and harder tasks of 
education in the home, the church 
and the school; we have to train 
free men to build a free commote 
wealth—a society of brothers—• 
kingdom of God."

Sound of Voice 


The sound of the human voice Is 


as dependent for its pleasant quali- 
ties upon the air as it is upon tht 
organs -which produce the sound. 
Experiments were made by Dr. 
Ernst Barany, of the University of 
Upsala, Sweden, in which the air 
with which the lungs are normally 
filled was replaced by hydrogen. 
The subject under experiment ex- 
haled air and breathed in hydrogen 
from a rubber bag. Using the hy- 
drogen as a medium for carrying 
the sound waves he spoke many 
test syllables which were studied 
in many ways and compared with 
the sounds produced when air was 
breathed. The lighter gas in the 
body cavities caused some of the 
sound frequencies in the voice to 
be raised one to two octaves. Test 
listener* were able to understand 
only about two-thirds of the tyUa- 
blei spoken. •'

in 18*3, wrote "Dixie" for Dan Bry- 
mnt'i minstrelf in 1859. He wil a 
native of Mount Vernon.

One Saturday 


night after the minstrel show in 
New York, Bryant asked him to 
write a "walk-around" (or Monday. 
Next day it wax cold and rainy and 
at be looked out of his window he 
remembered the oft-expressed wish 
of Negroes with the circus when 
fall dayi came, "I wish I was in 
Dixie." He wrote the song in half 
an hour. It was popular in the North 
before it was even sung in the 
South. 
TTie melody was adapted 


by him from an old tune his mother 
used to sing to him. 


After it was picked up by the 


South, Emmett declared that his 
long was responsible for the pro- 
longation of the war, its stirring re- 
frain stimulating discouraged men 
to further effort One writer says: 
"The new republic needed a song, 
something that would call men from 
their plows and stir their hearts into 
a frenzy of emotion. The band 
played The Bonny Blue Flag' and 
the crowd cheered mildly. And then 
'Dixie.' 
The crowd caught its 


breath and then went mad. Women 
pressed around the musicians and 
ihowered them with flowers. 


The song was the soul of the 


people. 
After Appomattox ended 


the war, northern attention was 
called to the-song when President 
Lincoln said that the famous tune 
now belonged to the nation, having 
been captured in the war. It lost 
its sectionalism, becoming almost 
a national anthem.

war should break out before the 
present law was revised, Congress 
would find it extremely difficult to 
take such action. He spoke shortly 
after the Senate Relations Com- 
mittee voted 12 to 11 to defer the 
neutrality problem until the next 
session. 


In making it clear that the ad-

Extensive Study Reveals 


New Atmospheric 'Pulse' 
There are pulse beats in the at- 


mosphere with time periods ranging 
from six hours to filty-six years. 
This is revealed by a detailed 
mathematical analysis ol the baro- 
metric pressure readings which have 
been made for more than 60 years 
on the Island of Mauritius, a Brit- 
ish colony in the Indian ocean near 
Madagascar. The pulse beats are 
completely intermingled, and it was 
necessary to submit the curve show- 
ing the mixed pulsating record to 
harmonic analysis which separated 
the pulses of particular frequencies. 


The readings were handled in two 


groups, one giving the continuous 
daily record, and the other giving 
the average pressure by years. The 
latter showed a 56 year cycle that 
seemed to be associated with a rain- 
fall cycle of the period. 
Pres- 


sure cycles of 17 years and of 
nine years were found. Study over 
• longer period may reveal that the 
'latter are multiples or submulti- 
ples of each other. An annual cycle 
was found with a minimum in mid- 
February, the time of highest tem- 
perature. 


The continuous daily records 


showed that the strongest compo- 
nent was not the 24 hour cycle, but 
the 12 hour, the latter having twice 
the amplitude of the former. The 
third largest daily factor was the 
eight-hour cycle, with about half the 
amplitude of the 24 hour cycle. The 
smallest factor was the six hour 
cycle. These various cycles appear 
to be independent of each other in- 
sofar as each exhibits independent 
phase changes. 


Polish Hillbillies 


In Poland a hillbilly is called a 


Hucul, which is pronounced "Hoot- 
zool." " The Polish version of our 
southern mountaineers wear far 
more picturesque costumes than the 
American highlanders, they are as 
much addicted to the music of the 
fiddle and they are even more "sot" 
in their ways, which are very 
quaint, indeed. A good many Amer- 
ican travelers have become ac- 
quainted with the Huculs in the past 
few years. Some of them penetrat- 
ed the eastern Carpathians as mem- 
bers of art study groups who haunt 
these mountains every summer, and 
others were tourists v/ho rode 
"cruising" trains that carry ski 
parties on eight day trips from Cra- 
cow into the remote and beautiful 
regions where the mountaineers 
live.

that this old beer line should be 
removed from the O'Neil street 
sewer, since it is an obstruction. 


It will be recalled that during 


the days of prohibition in this 
country some one went ahead and 
laid a beer pipe m the city's 
sewer through which was drawn 
beer which was bottled 
and 


shipped from a far distant point 
from where it was manufactured. 


This beer pipe was laid in the 


sewers at night, and but few were 
aware of the existence of the beer 
line as the work had been done 
secretly. 


It was only when repairs had 


to be made to the old sewer in 
Henry street that the beer line 
was discovered m the sewer and 
removed.
